Rail Road News. 

Th 9 Charleston Gaaette sees a 
Nigger in tbe Wood-pile: 

Tbe proposed location of tbe 
palp mill at Caldwell promises to 
Ixxim and largely increase tbe pop¬ 
ulation and prosperity of that lit¬ 
tle town. Tbe building of the pnlp 
mill there is said to be by inform¬ 
ed persons another one of the ma¬ 
ny schemas of the C. A O. Rail 
road Company, acting in conjunct¬ 
ion with the owners of^the big palp 
mill at Piedmont who are back of 
the enterprise at Caldwell. 

Involved hi tbe deal is also said 
to be a pretty fight that has been 
stirred up between tbe West Vir¬ 
ginia Central road, backed by Sen¬ 
ator Elkina and ex-Senator Henry 
G. Davis, and M. E. Ingalls, of tbe 
O. AO. It is said -that Senator 
Elkins undertook to form a combi¬ 
nation with the Piedmont paper 
manufacturers to boy op Urge 
tract* of timber land in Randolph 
and Pocahontas Counties and lo¬ 
cate a palp mill there, also joining 
him in a scheme to build an exten¬ 
sion of the West Virginia Central 
down from Beverly. <r 

The Piedmont people carried 
oat the first part of the program 
and after buying up several hun¬ 
dred thousand aoree fn the two 
counties made a deal with Ingalls 
to build tbeir plant at CaUfcvelT, on 
the main line of tbe C. A <)., and 
Ingalls to bnild a branch line op 
from Caldwell to Pocahontas to 
carry tbe timber lo Caldwell and 
transport the product to market. 

In this scheme Elkins was com¬ 
pletely outwitted by the C. A O. 
men who have seen red almost aheo 
lute control of the vast timber ter¬ 
ritory of the south eastern part of 
tbe State. Since the Piedmont 
people left Elkius et al. iu the 
lurch it is -extremely doubtful 
whether the Beverly extension of 
the road will be built for some 
time to come. The pulp mill ia 
expected to employ several hun¬ 
dred men at Caldwell, st leaat. and 
ia sure to add greatly to the pros¬ 
perity of that village.. Three hun¬ 
dred men are now at work catting 
timber for the new mill and it is 
expected to be in operation in the 
very near future. 

The Pulp mil. 

Benjamin A. Richmond, ohief 
attorney-for the West Virginia 
Pulp and Paper Company, has put 
a quietus on tbe many rumoracon- 
cerning the intentions of the coin, 
pauy by stating that they are go¬ 
ing to move from Lake, Alleghany 
county, as soon as tbeir mill in 
Greenbrier county, W. Va.,uncom¬ 
pleted.

The new Greenbrier plant, 
work on which has commenced, 
will be at Caldwell not far from 
Lewisbnrg on the line of the Ches¬ 
apeake and Ohio Railroad, and 
within five miles of the White Sul¬ 
phur Springs, in West Virginia. 

It is stated the building will be 
made lar#ly of steel and will coat 
over $1,000,000. The intention of 
the Messrs Luke is to make it the' 
largest pnlp plant in the United 
States.—Baltimore 8un.

This rood, if it follow* thp Green¬ 
brier, will just abdwt halve tbe 
county and give it railroad facili¬ 
ties no other county in West Vir- 
I ginia possesses. Tbe county is 
about 90miles wide and Greenbri¬ 
er River divides it into two nearly j 
equal portions, and this will place 
every citizen of the county within 
at least ten miles of the railroad, 
and place more act uni-miles of rail¬ 
way iu that oouuty than any other 
county in the State. The windings 
of the Mver will make' the actual 
mileage of the road something like 
eighty. It will pnt hundreds of 
thousands of dollm-s Into it which 
could not be sent there by a Toad 
built in nny other direction.
